Your family dog: A threat as well as friend? 


In-Home Dog Training Group; 
*Cobb Metehod* Used Exclusively

FART I 

’The Trained" Attock Dog 

I once received a phone 
call from a rather nervous 
and anxious young man ask¬ 
ing for help. 

His name is not important 
because the details I am 
about to relate to you ju.st 
as easily could happen to 
anyone reading this article. 

He wa.s the owner of a 
Doberman pinscher that he 
had personally “trained” to 
be protective of himself and 
his household. The Incident 
in question took place one 
evenirup at his home while 
he and his girlfriend lay 
side by side in front of his 
fireplace. 

His dog was sleeping In 
one corner of the rather lux- 
ious living room, which fur¬ 
ther added to the air of 
tranquility and peacefulness. 

As the girl began to rub 
his back and shoulders, the 
young man began to omit 
an almost inaudible sound 
of pleasure and relief. At 
that Instant, his "trained” 
dog, "sensing” that his mas¬ 
ter was being hurt, attacked 
the girl with such vlclous- 
ness as to leave her bloody 


and near death beside his 
master. 

The details of this exper¬ 
ience do .not represent an 
isolated or rare occurence, 
but rather point to the Im¬ 
portance of this artl c 1 e. 
Tragedies such as the one 
outlined above, some less 
severe and some much more 
severe, plague this nation by 
the thousands each year, 
and the .number of such in¬ 
cidents continue to grow at 
an alarming rate. 

Education of dog owners, 
through clear understa.ndlng 
and factual explanation, is 
the key to ending this trend. 
In this series of articles, I 
shall tear down the many 
myths, misconceptions and 
inisunderstandin g s that 
abound in the minds of the 
vast majority of dog owners 
in this city and throughout 
this coiuntry. 

Let’s explore this extreme¬ 
ly dangerous practice of al¬ 
lowing “attacked trained” 
dogs to live within the con¬ 
fines of our homes and 
around our children. In do¬ 
ing so, wc shall see how the 
tragedy mentioned above 
could have been easily 
avoided. 

Owner 'Troiiied" Dogs 

The greatest threat stems 
from “attack” or “guard” 
dogs trained by the owners 
themselves. ’This is true 
simply because of the niun- 
bers involved. 

“Professionally” train e d 
“attack” dogs also repre¬ 
sent a serious threat to the 
dog owners and will be dis¬ 
cussed In this article; how- 


f ver, the number of dogs 
trained professionally for 
“home protection” represents 
a small percentage of the 
total number of dogs used 
for this purpose. 

With the Increase of crime, 
dog owners are turning to 
their family pet as a source 
of protactlon. As one dog 
owner put it. “My dog sleeps 
and eats here and it’s about 
time he earns his keep!” 

In theory, that sounds 
logical, but not in reality. 
Training a dog to be protec¬ 
tive is an "art” that few 
men have mastered. 

Understand that a dog 
does not possess a mind 
capable of a thinking pro¬ 
cess. If we accept that pre¬ 
mise, we therefore must 
equate dog with man. 

’This myth is perpetuated 
by the “human-llke” beha¬ 
vior evident in most dogs. 
These behavioral patterns 
actually stem from a highly 
developed instinct level that 
Is comparable to the learn¬ 
ing capacity, not Intelligence 
capacity of a normal child 
4 or 5 years of age. 

Understanding this, we 
can see that tampering with 
this natural Instinct by nn 
owner .not educated In this 
field of expertise, easily can 
d srupt the almost perfect 
balance that nature has be¬ 
stowed uport o,ur dog, and 
the results can be devasta¬ 
ting. 

ProfesslonallY 
TraliMd Dogs 

Again, due to the In¬ 
creased crime rate, the de¬ 
mand for profession ally 
trained attack dogs has 
caiHsed ,a boom In this in¬ 
dustry. In dealing with this 
topic, I shall offer the read¬ 
er facts and ask pointed 


questions. It then will be 
left to you to draw your own 
c-oncluslons. 

The majority of the gen¬ 
eral public is unaware that 
— except for dogs trained, 
sold, or used for “sentry” or 
“attack” in the city of Los 
Angeles — there exist no 
licensing or testing proce¬ 
dures for trainers In this 
highly specialized and poten¬ 
tially dangerous field. In 
short, anvbody can call him¬ 
self an “attack or protection 
trained.” In that I personal¬ 
ly helped draft the leglsla- 
tiort establishing controls for 
the city of Los Angeles, I 
am well aware of the dan¬ 
gerous and explosive situa¬ 
tion that currently exist. 

Is it wi.se to purchase a 
dog trained In this manner, 
and bring it into your fam¬ 
ily envorinment? Is it wise 
to take yoiur own pet to a 
potentially Incomp e t e n t 
trainer for this purpose? 

Is it logical to assume that, 
even if you could find a com¬ 
petent attack dog trainer, 
you would be able to totally 
control your dog under any 
situation that could arise? 

'The logical questions in 
the minds of most readers at 
this point is, “What about 
iby .dog’s ‘.natural Instinct’ 
to protect my family and its 
territorial boundaries?” The 
miscoincentions that s u r - 
round this one point alone 
have caused more deaths, 
more bites and more legal 
suits than even the “trained 
attack dog.”

Largest Sale 
Total Since 
Incorporation 

The business people of 
Sierra Madre racked up the 
largest quarter sales of their 
history’, when figures were 
received from George R. 
Reilly, member. State Board 
of Equalization. 

The 64 retail businesses 
did a total of $2,243,000, 
which is the largest total 
ever recorded in the cities 
72 years of incorporation. 

Not to be outdone in any 
respect, the entire city of 
Sierra Madre, consisting of 
314 businesses racked .up a 
total of $3,113,000 which is 
the highest total ever re¬ 
corded for all businesses. 
The figures were for the 
fourth quarter of 1978, and 
with this indication it is pos¬ 
sible that Sierra Madre busi¬ 
ness retailers may reach the 
$10-m.illion mark in 1979. 

Keeping pace with Sierra 
Madre was the whole state 
of California which showed 
a total sales for the quar¬ 
ter at being $31.3 billion and 
pushed the total sales for 
the state for the year to the 
highest in hi.story $113.5 bil¬ 
lion. State totals for the 
year showed an increase of 
14.1 per cent, while the City 
of Sierra Madre out-bested 
the state with an increase 
total for the year of 15.4 per 
cent, showing a retail sales 
total of $9,023,000 and a to¬ 
tal of all businesses totaling 
$11,234,000.

Dog Fees To 
Increase As 
Of July 1, ’79 

Having had two weeks to 
think it over, recommenda¬ 
tions were made to the City 
Council by City Admin istra- 
lor James McRea concern¬ 
ing Animal Control for the 
City of Sierra Madre. 

Recommendations were: 1. 
That the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will assume responsobi- 
lity for the issuance and 
collection of all dog licenses. 
2. 'Tl’e City of Sierra Madre 
will enter into a service 
agreement with the Pasa¬ 
dena Humane Society for 
animal control service, emer¬ 
gency services and shelter¬ 
ing of animals on a fixed 
basis. 3. The license fees, 
impound fees, and boarding 
fees will be appropriately 
increased to reflect the in¬ 
creased cost of the program 
of services. 

The fee for service agree¬ 
ment was proposed by the 
Pasadena Humane Society 
to be $10,200 per year, plus 
one half of the impound fees. 
Other details to be worked 
out. 

The City Administrat o r 
recommended that the im¬ 
pound fees be Increased from 
$10, $20 and $30 to $15, $30, 
and $50, that boarding fees 
be increased from the now 
$2 to $3 per day, and the 
license fees be increased for 
spayed or neutered dogs 
from $3.50 to $5, and all 
other dogs from $7.50 to $10, 
with delinquent licenses in¬ 
creasing from $5 to $7.50, 
with all increases becoming 
effective on July 1, 1979 
This would bring in a poten¬ 
tial revenue of around $12,- 
000 to offset an expense of 
$10,200 a year, plus print¬ 
ing and collection expenses. 

Council by motion and sec¬ 
ond authorized the City Ad- 
miistrator to proceed with 
the recommendations.

With the April 16 deadline 
lor filing federal income tax 
returns rapidly approiaching, 
the Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice has some last-minute ad¬ 
vice for taxpayers who still 
have not mailed their re¬ 
turns. 

The IRS encourages all in¬ 
dividuals to file their return 
by the deadline or to obtain 
a proper extension of time 
to file if they cannot meet 
the due date. A complete re¬ 
turn should still be filed 
even if the taxpayer owes 
tax and cannot pay the full 
amount. Although a late 
payment penalty of one-half 
per cent per month may be 


assessed, this penalty is less 
than the late filing penalty 
which is five per cent per 
month up to a maximum of 
25 per cent of the tax due. 

Individuals should remem¬ 
ber to use the pre-addressed 
label and envelope which 
were included with the tax 
return package mailed to 
taxpayers. Use of the label 
will reduce the possibility of 
processing errors which 
could delay any refund due. 

Taxpayers are also re¬ 
minded to write legibly, to 
attach copies of their W-2 
forms aixi other required 
forms and schedules, and to 
be sure to sign the return.
